Claims 33, 35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Shepperd in view of Michelson US Patent 5,484,437. 
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Shepperd discloses a spinal implant (see Fig. 5) disclosing a cylindrical shape inherently 
deployed within a cylindrical cavity between the intervertebral endplates capable of relative 
movement after being mated to the first and second vertebral bodies. However, Shepperd is 
silent with respect to the first and second indentations. 

Michelson discloses a method of inserting an intervertebral implant having the steps of 
after removal of an intervertebral disc (not necessarily has to be the whole disc), forming a first 
indentation in a first endplate, the first indentation having a middle portion (crest of bore) deeper 
than a circumferential rim (the broadest meaning of the word: circumferential in the 
Merriam_Webster dictionary is — the external boundary or surface of a figure or object — . 
Therefore, the middle portion of the bore where the edge of the endplate is located is the 
circumferential rim. And then fixedly mating a first and second surfaces to the first and a 
second indentation on the endplates. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to implant a movable device similar to the Shepperd reference to 
mimic the natural movement of the patient's disk.
